California — Fresno. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 17,000. Total number of deaths, 26, including scarlet fever, 1, 
and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Oakland. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated population, S3, 000. 
Total number of deaths, 102, including diphtheria, 3 ; whooping cough, 
1, and 6 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Stockton. — Month of December, 1903. Census population, 17,506. 
Total number of deaths, 26, including enteric fever, 1, and 2 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Colorado — Denver. — Month of November, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 223, including diphtheria, 5 ; 
enteric fever, 9 ; whooping cough, 1, and 47 from tuberculosis. 

Connecticut. — Reports to the State board of health for the month of 
December, 1902, from 166 towns, having an aggregate census population 
of 907,003, show a total of 1,298 deaths, including diphtheria, 35 ; enteric 
fever, 13; measles, 7; scarlet fever, 13; whooping cough, 17, and 106 
from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Hartford.— Mouth of December, 1902. Estimated population, 83,000. 
Total number of deaths, 122, including diphtheria, 1; measles, 4; 
scarlet fever, 2 ; whooping cough, 2, and 11 from tuberculosis. 

Indiana — Evamville. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 65,000. Total number of deaths, 42, including enteric fever, 1, 
and 8 from tuberculosis. 

Illinois— Peoria. — Month of December, 1902. Census population, 
56.100. Total number of deaths, 71, including enteric fever, 2, and 9 
from tuberculosis. 

Iowa— Davenport. — Month of November, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 41, including diphtheria, 1; 
scarlet fever, 1, and 4 from tuberculosis. 
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Louisiana— New Orleans. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated 
population, 305,000— white, 223,500; colored, 81,500. Total number 
of deaths, 580 — white, 370; colored, 2L0— including diphtheria, 10; 
enteric fever, 13 ; whooping cough, 1, and 86 from tuberculosis. 

Massachusetts— Holyoke.— Mouth of December, 1902. Estimated 
population, 48,065. Total number of deaths, 47, including 6 from 
tuberculosis. 

Newton. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated population, 36,336. 
Total number of deaths, 31, including enteric fever, 1 ; smallpox, 1, 
and 4 from tuberculosis. 

Worcester. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated population, 
121,064. Total number of deaths, 152, including enteric fever, 5, and 
17 from tuberculosis. 

New Hampshire— Manchester. — Month of December, 1902. Census 
population, 56,987. Total number of deaths, 107, including diphtheria, 
7 ; enteric fever, 1 ; scarlet fever, 2 ; whooping cough, 1, and 11 from 
tuberculosis. 

New York — Auburn. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 35,000. Total number of deaths, 47, including 5 from tubercu- 
losis. 

Bufalo.— Month of December, 1902. Estimated population, 370,000. 
Total number of deaths, 503, including diphtheria, 33 ; enteric fever, 
14 ; scarlet fever, 1 ; whooping cough, 6, and 47 from tuberculosis. 

Ohio — Cleveland. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated population, 
400,000. Total number of deaths, 548, including diphtheria, 38 ; 
enteric fever, 8 ; scarlet fever, 5 ; whooping cough, 5 ; smallpox, 15, 
and 57 from tuberculosis. 

Columbus. — Month of November, 1902. Estimated population, 150,000. 
Total number of deaths, 122, including diphtheria, 1 ; enteric fever, 4 ; 
scarlet fever, 1, and 16 from tuberculosis.

Utah — Ogden. — Mouth of December, 1902. Estimated population, 
20,000. Total number of deaths, 33, including 2 from diphtheria. 

Washington — Tacoma. — Month of December, 1902. Estimated 
population, 55,000. Total number of deaths, 37, including enteric 
fever, 4, and 4 from phthisis pulmonalis.
